Naval Reserve 
Intelligence 
Being Formed

Authorization has been gra 
' od to activate a Naval Roser 

component of the Naval Inte 
gence Service in the llth Na\ 
District, the district director 
Naval Reserves, Captain Beld 
G. Hooper, U.S.N., announced 
day. 

Officers who enroll in the B 
serve? Component of the Nav 
Intelligence Service will be a 
signed to 'either the Organize 
Reserve or to the Volunteer B 
serve in accordance with quoU 
to be allocated to the varloi 
Naval districts In the near f 
ture. However, the Reserve I 
telligence Service will be adml 
istered, operated and mainta ne 
independently of the dlv sion 
and battalions of the sca-goln 
Organized Reserve. 

Officers will be required t 
perform a two-and-a-half hou 
Intelligence work asslgnmen 
once a week to be eligible fo 
pay. They will also be orderei 
to active duty with pay for 
period of two weeks each yea 
at the District ' Intelligence Of 
fice or with a part of the oper 
ating forces, whichever is appro 
priate. This two weeks, duty wi 
be arranged as far as possibl 
to a time convenient for th 
officers involved. 

Intelligence work assignment 
 hiade for pay purposes may in 
elude -investigations, interviews 
preparation qf special studies 
research, or work into adminis 
trative_ actfvities in connecfior 
with the training and super 
vision of the activities of other 
intelligence officers, inc I u d 1 n g 
those in the Volunteer Reserve 
of the Naval Intelligence Serv 
ice. 

Reserve officers on Inactive 
duty, who are interested in Nav 
al Intelligence work, are urged 
to contact the Office of Director 
of Naval Reserve, llth Naval 
District Headquarters, San Diego 
Calif.
